(ITote,   I  find 
the  name  Dialled  differently,  Brcwnoon,  Brunson,  and  rronson,  which  latter  is 
the  now  common  way  of   spelling  it) 

I  learn  that,  as  my  mother  Bays,  that  John  Eronson,  her  grandfather, 
took  up  a  tract  of  land  one  mile  square  in  the  town  of  Plymouth,  Litchfield  C: . . , 
Connecticut,  when  it  was  a  v.ildorness,  and  I  have  heard  my  Uncle  iroah  Brcnson 
tell  of  his  faiher,  Aoos  Bronson's,  being  on  this  place  with  his  father  plowing 
etc.  on  the  tract  where  my  grandfather  settled  ^nd  lived  and  died. 

My  mother  says  her  grandfather,  John  Jr.  went  to  Armenia  Co.  of 
Eutchess,  17.  Y.  to  livo  and  died  in  that  county  and  state  in  Uine  Partners,     for 
further  inform  it  icn  see  page  5. 

Mother  says  again,  that  her  great-grandfather  John  Sr.  marrici 
Comfort  Baldwin  and  the  genealogy  of  tho  Foot  family  says  he  married  Comfort 
Baldwin  of  Cheshire. 

Ag  before  stated,   Capt.  Aoos  Brcnson  settled  on  the  tract  of  land 
that  his  father  toot  up.     A  portion  of  this  was  owned  by  hie,  on  which  he  comoended 
in  early  life  and  always  lived  and  died.     It  appears   that  ho  cane  in  possession 
of  the  homestead  of  his  father,  and  on  the  old  faro  of  her  father  my  nether  showod 
me  last  fall  remains  of  the  cellar  where  stood  her  grandfather,   John  Jr.'s  house, 
hut  nearly  all  traces  of  where  stood  her  father's  house  are  obliterated — the  tooth 
of  tine  has  devoured  them. 

My  grandfather's  old  farm  lies  in  a  narrow  valley,  or  rather  hollow, 
with  an  outlet  on  the  northwest  and   southwest     am  northeast.     It  lies  ensconced 
between  the  hills  and  rooks.     On  the  north  and  cast  the  Jerico  reeks,   forming 
tho  southern  boundary  of  Jericho  fountain,   lifts  its  awful  for:a,  on  tho  east 
Mount  Toby,  and  on  the  west  and  south  Bacon  Eill,  rather  grand  the  view.   Ihe 
Baugatuc  Eiver  passes  thru  this  valley  and  separates  the  faaaa,  leaving  a  portion 
on  the  west  and  a  portion  on  tho  east.     It  appears  rather  dismal  to  one  who  1-as 
cpent  his  life  on  a  plain.     Some  very  good  land,  however.     Here  in  this  place 
and  on  this  fare  I  livod  when  quite  a  snail  boy  and  sere  of  my  earliest  recollec- 
tions are  of  scenes  that  transpired  in   this  valloy.     Yes,  nearly  the  first, 
my  father  removed  to   this  place.     I  remember  when  the  old  barn  now  standing  on 
this  fare  v.as  raised.     And  in  this  river  I  caught  my  first  fish  and  often  after 
took  them. 

I  said  there  was  a  passage  out  at  the  northeast,  but  hardly  so. 
The  river  had  made   its  way  thru  but  only  space  for  itself  to  pass.     Bid;   in  pro- 
cess of  time  a  turnpike  was  made  and  opened  from  Winchester  to  T.aterbury  passing 
down  this  river  and  thru  Brcnsonvalo,  and  by  blasting  the  rocks  and  iayinrj  uo  a 
wall  confining  the  river  to  more  narrow  lirits,  a  pascaje  for  tear.s,   a  turnpike, 
was  made.     i"he  old  passage  was  at  tho  northeast  pass  up  Groat. Brook,  or  Sawmill 
Brook,   to  Plymouth  Hill  and  around  Church  ^ollow.     Ercnsonvale  was  situated  in 
the  southern' part  of  Plymouth  township.    Here  I  lived,  nor  dreamed  of  a  larger,  or 
bettor  place. 

In  the  vr:;r.  of  September,   1851,   I  passed  over  these  fields   and   took 
a  view  of  the  old  orclvard  .*nd  roads,  but  0,  how  changed,  how  different    they  ap- 
peared to  me  in  my  earliest  childhood  J     The  rocks  v^re  t)^ro,  but  as  I  ^azod  upon 
their  towering  heights,  their  lefty  eucnits,  their  dingy  and  old  appearance,  I 
felt  somewhat  cioony,  and   thought  life  was  a  dream* 


But  one  thing  more—  t  a    ■"  *.he  useful  inventions  of  the 

day  tbo  railroad  claims  attention.     I'no  enterprising  epirit  of  the  ago  had 
tenr^lated  ani  actually  cccrpletel  a  railroad  thru  the   valley  of   the  Haugatoo    ^r:J 
the  Steam  Forse  was  actually  propelling  the  huge  c~r  along  the  trade  with  Ite 
hundred  pasc3Ager3  and  the   locomotives  with  their  freight  cars  passing  alioet 
hourly.     This  work  of  art  also  passod  thra  the  center  of  iny  grandfather's  faro 
in  Bronsonvale. 

I  did  a  rxnent  pause  and  say,  "What  would  cy  old  grandsiro  say  if 
he  were  to  rise  frcra  his  grave  and  occupy  a  rcc^ent  on  an  eminence  where  1  etood 
that  overlooked  this  road."  He  would  say, "Oh,  how  changed",  and  return  to  his 
ted  of  dust. 

Indeed  I  passed  tvlce  over  this  part  of  the  road  in  a  car  for  the 
purpose  of  viewing  this  wonderful  work.  At  the  northwestern  pass,  to  rake  -r^j 
for  the  railway,  the  old  turnpike  (which  was  there  when  I  was  born)  had  by  the 
use  of  girvoowder  been  driven  farther  upon  Jericho's  liount,  or  rathor  the  r.cunt 
has  been  lessened  by  the  work  of  art  and  the  eld  iraugatuc  i:ad  been  confined  to 
a  narrower  passage  to  cake  way  for  the  railway  which  also  found  a  passage.
